REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL

SIR, 


- I have herewith the honour to submit the Report containing 
all the usual details regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
registered during the year 1885, in the 1 046 Registration Districts of 
Scotland. Appended to the General Report is the Twenty-first Report 
on Vaccination in which is contained all the available information 
regarding the administration of the Scottish Vaccination Act, and 
especially in relation to the vaccination of children born in Scotland 
during 1884. 

The population of Scotland estimated to the middle of 1885 was 
3,907,736 persons. This calculation assumes that the annual rates of 
increase of males and females observed between the census enumerations 
of 1871 and 1881-have since the latter period remained the same. 

During 1885 there were registered 126,110 births, 74,603 deaths, 
and 25,256 marriages; being in the proportion of 3:23 births, 1-91 deaths, 
and 0°65 marriages for every hundred of estimated population. When 
these numbers are compared with similar data for recent years as given 
in Tables I. and IT. it is found that the birth-rate is lower than has been

BIRTHS. 


126,110 births were registered in Scotland during the year under > 
' review, being at the rate of 3°23 per cent. or of 323 for every ten thousand 
of estimated population. Tables IV. and V. exhibit the number and 
proportion of births recorded in each of the five groups of Registration 
Districts. Of the whole natal events 52,100 took place in the Principal 
Town districts, 26,657 of these being male and 25,445 female children ; 
14,265 occurred in the Large Town districts, 7,389 males and 6,876 
females; 27,192 in the Small Town districts, 13,828 males and 13,364 
females; 29,357 in the Mainland Rural districts, 15,061 males and 14,296 
females; and 3,196 in the Insular-Rural districts, 1,669 being of the 
male and 1,527 of the female sex. On comparing these with the 
estimated population of each corresponding district, the Principal Town 
districts are upon this occasion found to have the highest birth-rate, viz., 
3°44 per cent., followed by the Large Town districts with a rate of 3°43 
per cent.; the Small Town districts showing 3°27 per cent.; the Mainland 
Rural districts, 2°89 per cent.; and the Insular-Rural districts, 2-46 per — 
cent. 

10,668 of the registered births or 8°5 per cent. are illegitimate, a 
somewhat higher rate than in 1884. In the Insular-Rural districts the 
rate is 6°1 per cent.; in the Large Town districts 7-2 per cent.; in the 
Principal, and Small Town districts 8:1 per cent.; and in the Mainland 
Rural Districts 10:3 per cent. . oy 

In Table VI. is presented the relative frequency of illegitimate 
births as occurring in the various divisions and counties of Scotland. 
Among the former, the North-Eastern and Southern, each show a per- 
centage rate of 14:2, the lowest being in the North-Western with 6°5 per 
cent., and West Midland with 6°3 per cent. In the counties, the rate 
varies from 4°7 per cent.,in Ross and Cromarty, to 17:1 per cent. in Banff. 
In 13 counties the rate was above 10 per cent.; that in Kinross being 
13:2; in Aberdeen 13°7; in Kirkcudbright 14:8; in Elgin 15°0; in 
Dumfries 15°3; in Wigtown 15°7; and in Banff, as before mentioned, 
17-1 per cent. |

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Births were most numerous in April, when they were registered at 
the rate of 364 per diem, followed by June with 361 daily, October with 
351, July with 350, January with 349, December with 347, May with 
344, February and March each with 340, September with 336, August 
with 333, and lastly November with a daily rate of 331. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths recorded throughout Scotland during 1885, 
was 74,603 which is in the proportion of 1°91 per cent. or 191 for every 
ten thousand of population estimated, and which is the lowest as yet 
recorded in these reports. The mean average death-rate for the last 
ten years is 205 per ten thousand of the Inhabitants. 

The mortality rate differs as may be presumed in the various 
districts, thusin the Principal Town districts it is 217 per ten thousand 
of those residing in them; in the Large Town districts, it is 195; in 
the Small Town districts, 186; in the Insular-Rural districts, 160; and 
in the Mainland-Rural districts, 159. 

The average number of daily deaths was greatest. in January, 
when it was 263, followed by February with 241, March 226, April 217, 
December 213, June 203, November 201, May 200, July 179, August 176, 
October 169, and lastly September with 166. 


MARRIAGHS. 


25,256 marriages were registered as having taken place throughout 
the country during 1885, being at the rate of 65 per ten thousand of 
the population, a somewhat smaller proportion than that for last year; 
the mean for the last ten years being 69. The marriage rate varies in 
the several districts, thus it was 77 per ten thousand of the inhabitants 
in the Principal Town districts; 70 among those in the Large Town 
districts; 61 in the Small Town districts; 51 in the Mainland-Rural 
districts; and 41 in the Insular-Rural districts, being in the case of the 
Large Town and Mainland-Rural districts the same as it was in them 
last year, but is in the other districts below that for 188+. 

The largest number of marriages was celebrated in June at the 
rate of 119 per diem; followed by January with 110; December with 
92; July with $81; November with 79; April with 59; October with 
53; February, August, and September, each with 52; March with 50; 
and May with 33. The average number of marriages registered daily 
throughout the year was 69. 


EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


What follows of this Report is deduced from the information 
forwarded every month by the Registrars of the under named Hight 
Principal Towns of Scotland, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Greenock, Leith, Paisley, and Perth, and it is believed that the statements 
made as to the condition of their inhabitants, and the mortality occurring 
among them from the various diseases, may be regarded as offering a 
fair estimate of the condition of the country at large, 
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BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


43.800 births were registered in the above-mentioned Eight Towns 
during 1885, being at the rate of 345 per ten thousand of their estimated 
population. Glasgow shows the highest rate, and Perth the lowest. 
In the former city the rate is 382 per ten thousand of its inhabitants, 
followed by Paisley 371, Aberdeen 343, Leith 334, Dundee 324, Greenock 
323, Edinburgh 294, and Perth 283. : 

Of these 43,800 births, 3806 are illegitimate, equivalent to a 
percentage of 8°69 of the whole. In Dundee 11:1 per cent. are of this 
nature ; in Aberdeen 10°8 per cent.; in Perth 9-4 per cent. ; in Edinburgh 
9) per cent.; in Glasgow 8:2 per cent.; in Paisley 7-4 per cent.; in ~ 
Leith 69 per cent.; and in Greenock 5:7 per cent. In another Column 
on Table VIII. the percentage of illegitimate births to possible mothers 
in the persons of widows and unmarried women between the ages of 
15 and 45, is seen to be in Aberdeen 2°60; in Glasgow 2°39; in Leith 
217; in Dundee 2:13; in Perth 1:83; in Greenock 1:82; in Paisley 
1:81; and in Edinburgh 1:57. | 

22,385 of the total births in these Towns are males, and 21,415 
females, the proportion of boys born to girls being therefore as 1045 
to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The number ot deaths registered in these Towns during 1885 was 
27,856, of which 13,829 are of the male and 14,027 of the female sex, 
together being in the ratio of 219 in every ten thousand of their 
estimated populations. 

From Table VIII. we find that in Glasgow 259 exits occurred in 
each hke number of its population as above; in Paisley 249; in 
Greenock 210; in Dundee 20L; in Edinburgh 182; in Aberdeen 179; 
in Perth 172; and in Leith 168. 

A glance at Table IX. shows that in all cases with the single 
exception of Greenock, the death-rate is below that of 1884, and that 
in all the rate for 1885 is below that of the mean of the previous ten 
years. 

Table X. presents some information as to infant mortality in them 
by which is meant deaths occurring among children under 5 years of 
age. In one column there is the percentage of deaths among infants 
at those tender years for each town, and in another the ratio of mortality 
under 5 years to the total mortality in the same. Thus, we find that 
in Glasgow, 86 out of every thousand such children died during the 
year; in Paisley 73 did the same; in Greenock 64; in Dundee nearly 
60; in Edinburgh 46; in Leith 45; and in Aberdeen and in Perth 
41. Again of every hundred deaths, those at ages under 5 years con- 
stituted in Perth 298 of them; in Edinburgh 31°3; in Aberdeen 31°8 ; 
in Dundee and Paisley 396; in Leith 40°6; and in Glasgow and 
Greenock 450. | : 

Table XI. indicates the percentage of deaths from various classes 
of disease, and from the principal diseases to the population of each 
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town as estimated to the middle of the year; and Table XII. exhibits 
the relative intensity of the same causes of death, allowance being in 
all cases made for those causes which are not precisely specified.

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For the first time in this Report the nomenclature of disease which 


has been in use in the English Reports for a few years is followed, and 
the tables have been arranged to suit this change. 

The deaths from Zymotic diseases are at the rate of 0°293 per cent. 
of the total estimated inhabitants of the towns and constituted 13°34 
per cent. of the deaths from all causes. In Glasgow the percentage of 
the population dying from this class of diseases was 0-404; in Paisley 
0-356 ; in Greenock 0:255; in Leith 0°:245; in Perth 0-218 : in Edin- 
burgh. 0-191; and in Aberdeen 0-157. 

Of the total deaths Zymotics caused 15°57 per cent. in Glasgow ; 
14:56 per cent. in Leith; 14:29 per cent. in Paisley ; 12°66 per cent. in 
Perth ; 12:18 per cent. in Greenock; 10°61 per cent. in Dundee; 10°52 
per cent. in Edinburgh; and 8°75 per cent. in Aberdeen. 

In Glasgow 3°98 per cent. of all the deaths is due to Hooping-cough; 
3‘28 per cent. to Measles; 2°22 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; 1:00 per cent. 
to Fevers, 0°85 per cent. being Enteric; and 2°59 per cent. to Diarrhoea 
and Dysentery. 

In Edinburgh, 2°75 per cent. of the mortality was due to Hooping- 

cough; 1:89 per cent. to Fevers, 1°65 per cent. being Enteric; 1:10 per 
cent. to Diphtheria; 0°66 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; and 0°35 per cent. 
to Measles; while 2:02 per cent. fall to Diarrhcea and Dysentery. 
In Dundee, Hooping-cough again causes the greatest percentage 
of mortality among this class of diseases, viz., 2°60; followed by Measles 
with 1:53, and Diphtheria 1:04; Scarlet Fever caused but 0:13 per cent.; 
and Fevers 0°71 per cent., of which 0°58 is due to Typhoid, and 0°10 to 
Typhus; Diarrhoea and Dysentery causing 2°64 per cent.

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Grouping these Eight Towns together, the following is the mortality 
ascribed to the more important specific febrile diseases. 964 deaths 
are placed against Hooping-cough (a great diminution on the number 
occurring last year), equal to 3°48 per cent. of the total registered deaths, 
and a mortality rate of over seven in every ten thousand of their 
estimated populations. Diarrhoea and Dysentery caused 699 deaths, 
or 253 per cent. of the total deaths, a death-rate of 5:5 per ten thousand 
of population. Measles causes 561 deaths, or 2:03 per cent. of all the 
deaths, equal to a death-rate of 44 per ten thousand of population; 
Scarlet Fever accounting for 410, or 148 per cent. of all the deaths, 
equivalent to 3:2 per ten thousand. 

Fevers caused 332 deaths, or 1:20 per cent. of all, equal to a rate of 
2°6 per ten thousand of population, of those Typhus causes 58 deaths, 
and Typhoid 263, most of the former occurring in Glasgow, Greenock, 
and Leith, the latter in Glasgow and Edinburgh. | 

Diphtheria caused 253 deaths, or a percentage of 0:91 of the total 
mortality, a death-rate of 2°0 per ten thousand. 

From Small-pox eight deaths occurred in the Towns, six in Glasgow, 
one in Greenock, and one in Paisley. 

Of the 6 in Glasgow, 1 occurred in February, a male, aged 19 years ; 
1 in June, a male, aged 26 years; 2 in September, an infant aged 2 months,

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and a male, aged 24 years; 2 in November, a male, aged 25,and a female, 
aged 26 years. In Greenock the death of a male, aged 42, is registered 
in December; and in Paisley a male, aged 27, in October. 

The total number of these Zymotic deaths, as grouped together, is 
3227, as compared with 4541 for last year. 

Erysipelas caused 131 deaths, and Syphilis 145. 

Among Constitutional diseases, we find Rheumatism and Rheumatic 
Fever to have caused 127 deaths. Cancer caused 713 deaths, or 2°58 per 
cent. of the total mortality, or 5:6 deaths in every ten thousand of their 
populations, the largest proportion of such occurring in Edinburgh, Aber- 
deen, and Perth. Ascites and Dropsy are the assigned causes of 117 
deaths; and Gout of 4, Edinburgh claiming 3 of them, and Aberdeen the 
other. 

To Phthisis 3104 exits are attributed, being 11:21 per cent. of the 
total mortality, or in the proportion of 24°6 deaths in every ten thousand 
of the inhabitants of the towns; and as on former occasions, Glasgow, 
Paisley, Dundee, and Greenock, apparently suffered most, Aberdeen least. 

Acute Hydrocephalus caused 469 deaths; Tabes Mesenterica 394; 

and 257 occur from the other forms of Scrofula. In all, Constitutional 
diseases caused 5162 deaths, or 18°65 per cent. of the total. 
Affections of the Brain and Nervous System caused 3430 deaths, 
equal to 12°39 per cent. of the whole, or to 27 deaths in every ten thou- 
sand of population. Greenock and Paisley present the highest death-rate 
from these, viz., 15°83 per cent., and 15°31 per cent. respectively, followed 
by Aberdeen with 13:99 per cent.; Perth 13:59 per cent.; Leith 13-08 
per cent.; Dundee 12:18 per cent.; Edinburgh 12°01 per cent.; and 
Glasgow 11:50 per cent.; or in proportion to each ten thousand of their 
populations as follows—Paisley 38, Greenock 33, Glasgow 30, Aberdeen 
25, Dundee 24, Perth 23,—Leith and Edinburgh each with 22 deaths. 

From diseases of the Circulatory System 1911 deaths occur, being 
equivalent to 6:90 per cent. of the deaths, or 15 in every ten thousand of

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population. Perth stands highest with 10:05 per cent. of its witli mor- 
tality due to diseases of this nature, followed by Aberdeen with 9°64, and 
Edinburgh, 911 per cent., Glasgow and Paisley standing lowest, with 
0°66 and 5:44 per cent. respectively. | 

6323 deaths occurred from diseases of the Respiratory System (not 
including Phthisis), or 22°84 per cent. of all the deaths in these towns 
are due to them; equal to a death-rate of 50 per ten thousand of their 
inhabitants. Glasgow suffered to the extent of 25-03 per cent. of the 
total deaths being due to such, or 65 out of every ten thousand of her 
inhabitants so perished. Dundee and Greenock follow with 23-96 per 
cent., and 23°71 per cent. respectively of their deaths thus caused, in other 
words, among every ten thousand of their inhabitants 48 and 50 so die. 
Aberdeen and Perth suffer least; in the former 18°50 per cent., and in 
the latter 15°46 per cent. of all deaths being so caused. 

Bronchitis ends the lives of 3441 individuals, or 12:43 per cent. of all 
the deaths ; Pneumonia of 2300; Croup of 231; while Pleurisy, and other 
Lung diseases, cause 222 exits. 

Diseases of the Digestive System caused 1986 deaths, or 7:17 per 
cent. of the total; in the ratio of 15°7 per ten thousand of population. 
Dentition caused 337; Enteritis 326; Peritonitis 305; Diseases of the 
Liver 319. | . 

Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused 544 deaths, 1:96 per cent. of 
all, or 4:3 in every ten thousand of population. Of this order Acute 
Nephritis and Bright’s disease together, caused 289 deaths. 

782 registry entries are due to Premature Births; 73 to Congenital 
Malformation, as Cyanosis, Spina Bifida, &c., and 1040 to Old Age. 

Atrophy and Debility are assigned causes for 935 deaths, and in 168 
cases the cause is not ascertained, or so ill-defined as to be of no use in 
compiling our tables. . 

Violence ends 846 lives, 3-06 per cent. of the gross inoitolitg: and 
6°7 in every ten thousand of population. 

In Greenock, Dundee, and Glasgow, nearly 8 deaths in every ten 
thousand of their populations are accidental; in Aberdeen, Leith, and 
Perth, they are under 5. To Intemperance 81 deaths are directly due ; 
by Suicide 65 persons ended their lives ; and in 4 cases Murder or Man- 
slaughter was the cause. 

In these Hight Towns, 71 persons died during the year aged 90 or 
over, 10 being men and 56 women; three of the latter had attained to 
ages over 100, two being 102 at death, and one 107, all widows. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


10,157 Marriages are registered as having been celebrated in these 
towns, which is in the ratio of 80 for every ten thousand of their esti- 
mated populations. The rate varies in the different towns, as is seen on 
Table VIIL, where Glasgow stands first with 88 in the above mentioned 
proportion ; “Edinburgh and Paisley come next with 82; Aberdeen with

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WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


. The following remarks on the weather of 1885 are extracted from 
the Astronomer-Royal’s Notes appended to the Monthly Reports, issued. 
by the Registrar-General :— 

January was characterised chiefly by the unusual amount of easterly 
wind, and its usual concomitants low mean temperature and rather scanty 
rain, especially on the East Coast. 

Although the Mean Barometric pressure was lower than ever re- 
corded before for a February month, that was due so largely to the absence 
of north winds and the preponderance of west and south over east, that 
the month in 1885 may be pronounced favourable on the whole. The . 
force of the wind was indeed rather in excess, and the rain-fall slightly in 
excess also, but the humidity of the air was the average of former years, 
and the mean temperature 0°°7 higher. 

Without deviating very far from the average of former years on any 
one point, the weather of March 1885 may be generally characterised as 
sharp, or dry, cold and bracing’; the mean barometric pressure having 
been high and rather steady, the mean temperature slightly below the 
average, the humidity less, the rain less in both its depth and number of 
days of falling, the strength of the wind rather greater but its several 
directions nearly as usual.

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April had a mean temperature just equal to the average of former 
years, much cold weather in the beginning of the month, being balanced 
by warm weather towards the end of it; otherwise it inclined, in less 
humidity and less rain, but more wind strength, to the dry and windy. 

May was undoubtedly cold, wet, windy, and afflicted with low baro- 
metric pressure, this last exceeded only once before, viz., in 1878. The 
mean temperature also was only once lower, viz., in 1869, The rain-fall 
was of the same depth in 1872, but has not been greater since 1862; 
while the number of rainy days has never been equalled before in any 
month of May. 

June was dry and windy, with high barometric pressure and very 
large barometric range. The dryness, indeed, was quite exceptional, the 
rain-fall being only about one-third of the average amount for the last 
twenty-nine years, and, excepting last year, never having been so small 
for the same month in any other year within that number; while the 
number of days of falling was less by five than the average. The mean 
temperature was slightly less than the average. 

July was characterised chiefly by great barometric pressure, great 
daily range of temperature, very small rain-fall; more south and less 
north wind than usual, together with a preponderating direction from the 
westward. 3 | 

The characteristic of August was its unusual coldness, caused mainly 
and immediately by the great preponderance of East and North winds 
over West and South in place of the reverse arrangement ordinarily 
experienced. 

With an unusually low barometric pressure, and a predominance of 
west wind in more than the average strength, the mean temperature of

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September 1885, was lower than that of any year since 1877; while the 
number of rainy days was larger, and the depth of rain-fall greater, than 
the average by nearly a third part, making altogether a very inclement 
month. 

During the month of October, there was a very unusual preponderance 
of N.N.W. wind, bringing with it a lower mean temperature than has ever 
been previously recorded for October, except in the year 1880, when it 
was exactly the same. 

November was very near the mean of all previous recorded Novembers 
as to its mean quantities, in almost every item of registration, excepting _ 
only that the depth of rain-fall was less by about a third part, and the 
direction of the wind was much more from the East and North-East than 
customary. 

The prevailing characteristic of the weather for December was very 
high barometric pressure, accompanied by the unusual simultaneous 
feature of large range of the barometer, the two together resulting in a 
very windy month combined with dryness. 

Table XLII. shows the monthly mcrtahty, and mean temperature, 
throughout Scotland during 1885; and in the last two columns there is 
given, for sake of comparison, the monthly proportion of deaths, and 
mean temperature for each month, for the decennial period 1871-80. On 
comparing the mean monthly temperature of the present year (1885), 
with that for the ten years, it is found that for every month in the 
former, with the exception of November and December, this is below 
that of the latter. During the months presenting the lowest mean tem-

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perature there is the largest proportion of deaths, January and March 
being most prominent in this respect; the lowest death-rate occurring 
during the autumn months of September and October. Table XIV. gives 
more extended information regarding various meteorological phenomena, 
deduced from observations made daily at 55 Stations of the Meteorological 
Society of Scotland scattered over the country. 

‘Table XV. exhibits the connection between certain atmospheric phe- 
nomena, and the mortality from certain diseases, in the Eight Towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Greenock, Leith, Paisley, and 
Perth, and from it daily deaths are seen to occur most numerously in 
them during January, February, March, December, and April, being 
fewest in September and October, as was also the case throughout the 
country. 

8 deaths from Small-pox were registered in the towns during the 
year—1 in February, 1 in June, 2 in September, 1 in October, 2 in 
November, and 1 in December. Measles caused its greatest mortality

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during January and the following three months, gradually falling there- 
after throughout the year. The deaths from Scarlet Fever are largest in 
November, February, October, and March; and those from Hooping- 
‘Cough during the first five months of the year, being much reduced in 
number during the autumnal and early winter months. Diphtheria and 
Fevers do not present a great range of up and down October and 
November in the case of the former, and January in that of the latter 
standing highest. Diarrhceal Affections are pre-eminent during August 
and September, least so in the early months of the year. 

Phthisis or Consumption, always presenting a large death roll, is 
most marked in March and January, least so in July, August, September, 
and November. Croup presents its highest mortality during the months 
at either end of the year. 

Deaths from diseases of the Respiratory System generally tell most 
heavily during January and December, the months with lowest tempera- 
ture and inclement weather, least so during August and September, when 
it is the reverse; the like being the case with those from diseases of the 
Circulatory System and Old Age. 

Brain Diseases were most fatal during June, March, and January, 
least so during October. 

From Tables XVII. and XVIII. we may glean information regard- 
ing the monthly mortality at the various periods of life, viz., among 
Children, Adolescents, Adults, and the Aged. 

Thus among Children, aged O-5 years, the greatest number of 
deaths occurred during January, February, March, and April, being 
fewest in September. 

Among Adolescents, aged 5-20 years, deaths are most frequent in 
May, December, and March, least so during October. 

Adults, 20-60 years, suffer most during January, December, March, 
and April, least during August and September. _ 

The Aged, or those over 60 years of age, die in largest numbers 
during January, December, March, and February, in the smallest, during 
July and September; so that it is again seen that in the coldest months 
of January, March, and December, the highest déath-rates occur. 

The average daily mortality, among all the inhabitants of the Hight 
Towns, was heaviest during January, gradually diminishing in the other 
months as follows :—February, March, December, April, November, June, 
May, August, July, October, September. 

There is appended to this Report three Tables, giving a graphic 
delineation of the Birth, Death, and Marriage-rate curves from 1855, 
when registration of these came into operation, to the present year, and 
which show at a glance the various rises and falls which have occurred 
in the case of each.

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of 1885; 242 children, or 0°187 per cent., were declared to be unfit for 
vaccination from constitutional insusceptibility ; 265 children, or 0:205 
per cent. were insusceptible from previous successful vaccination. None 
- of the children were insusceptible from having previously had Small-pox. 
11694, or 9:057 per cent. of the children born died before vaccination ; 
and in 2836 cases, or 2195 per cent., the children were removed from the 
district in which they were born before vaccination, or from some other 
cause they were unaccounted for. A noticeable feature is the steady 
increase of postponed cases. The average of postponed cases during the 
previous ten years was 1103 per cent., while for the year 1884 the pro- 
portion was 1521 per cent. (Table XIX.) 

In Table XX. the particulars relative to children who died before 
vaccination are omitted; and the proportion shown of children, living at 
the age of six months, who were protected by vaccination. It appears 
from this Table, that of 117429 children who were living at the age of six 
months, 112122, or 95°481 per cent. were certified to have been successfully 
vaccinated. In 1964 cases, or in 1:672 per cent., vaccination was post- 
poned. In 242 cases, or 0°206 per cent., the children were stated to be 
constitutionally insusceptible of vaccination; 265, or 0°226 per cent., 
were insusceptible from previous successful vaccination ; but none were 
insusceptible from having previously had Small-pox. In 2836 cases, or 
2-415 per cent., the children were unaccounted for from having previously 
left the district in which they were born, or otherwise.

In Table XXI. is given the usual account of the deaths from Small- 
pox in Scotland, during each year, from 1855 to 1885. From Table 
XXII. it will be seen that in Eight of the Principal Towns of Scotland 
during 1885, only 8 of the deaths were caused by Small-pox, of which 6 
occurred in Glasgow, 1 in Greenock, and 1 in Paisley. With reference 
to the death from Small-pox in Greenock, it is explained by the Sanitary’ 
Inspector, “that deceased arrived in Greenock by the Allan Liner 
‘Buenos Ayrean, on 24th November, suffering from Small-pox, which he 
had contracted in Montreal. The ‘ Buenos Ayrean’ left that port on 12th 
November, and the deceased sickened on the 21st.”

REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL 


BY R. J. BLAIR CUNYNGHAME, M.D., F.RB.S.E. 





SIR, 

I have herewith the honour to submit the Report containing all the 
usual details regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered 
during the year 1886, in the 1,047 Registration Districts of Scotland. 
Appended to the General Report is the Twenty-second Report on 
Vaccination in which is contained all the available information regarding 
the administration of the Scottish Vaccination Act, and especially in 
relation to the vaccination of children born in Scotland during 1885. 

The population of Scotland estimated to the middle of 1886 was 
3,949,393 persons, calculated as usual upon the assumption that the 
yearly rate of increase of both sexes found to occur between the census 
enumerations of 1871 and 1881, has since the latter date remained the 
same. 

During 1886 the births registered number 127,927, the deaths 73,622, 
and the marriages 24,469; being in the proportion of 3:24 births, 1°86 
deaths, and 0°62 marriages in every hundred of the above estimated 
population. When these numbers are compared with the like data for 
recent years as seen on Tables I. and II. it is found that the birth-rate

BIRTHS. 


127,927 births were registered throughout Scotland during the year 
1886, being in the proportion of 3:24 per cent. or 324 for every ten 
. thousand of estimated population. Tables IV. and V. show the numbers 
of infants born, and the percentage to the population in each of the 
Registration Districts into which the whole country is divided. 52338 
of the whole births occurred in the Principal Town districts, equivalent 
to 3°40 in every hundred of the population residing therein, the male 
children numbering 26,905 and the female 25,433; in the Large Town 
districts the total number is 15,214, or in the proportion of 3°60 per 
cent. of the inhabitants, the males being 7,847 and the females 7,367; 
in the Small Town districts the natal events are 27,618, or 3:28 per cent. 
to the population, males 14,321, females 13,297; in the Mainland Rural 
districts the whole number is 29,495, equal to 2°89 per cent. of the 
population, males 15,185, females 14,310; and in the Insular-Rural districts 
they are 3,262 ie. in the ratio of 2°52 per cent. to the inhabitants of the 
same, the males being 1,696, the females 1,566. These proportions 
indicate the highest birth-rate to have been in the Large Town districts, 
followed by that in the Principal Town and Small Town districts, that 
in the Mainland Rural exceeding the same in the Insular-Rural districts. 

Of the total births 10,503 are illegitimate, a smaller number than 
last year, being equivalent to 8:2 per cent. of the whole. As usual this 
rate varies considerably in the different districts, being lowest in the 
Insular-Rural, where it is 64 per cent.; in the Large Town districts it is 
6°5. per cent.; in the Principal Town districts it is 7°7 per cent.; in the 
Small Town districts it is 83 per cent.; and in the Mainland Rural 
districts it is 10-1 per cent. 

Table VI. shows the varying relative frequency of illegitimate births 
as occurring in the various divisions or groups of counties into which 
Scotland is divided, and in each county separately. Among the former, 
the North-Eastern is highest, showing a percentage rate of 14°3, the 
Southern being next with 13°6, the lowest being the South-Western in 
which it is 6°6, the West Midland 6:4, and North-Western 5:9. In the 
counties the rate varies from 46 per cent., in Sutherland and Ross and

In 10 counties the rate is over 
10 per cent.; that in Dumfries being 14:0 per cent.; in Nairn 14:1 per 
cent.; in Elgin 14°8 per cent. ; in Kirkcudbright 15:1 per cent.; in Banff 
16:1 per cent.; and in Wigtown 16°6 per cent.

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Of the whole 127,927 children born during the year, 65,954 were of 
the male, and 61,973 of the female sex; so that for every 100 girls 
born there were 106°4 boys. The proportion of male to female births 
was highest in the Insular-Rural districts and lowest in the Principal 
Town districts. 

Births were registered in largest numbers in April, when they were 
at the rate of 376 per diem, followed by March with 370 daily, June 
with 366, May with 359, July with 355, February with 349, October 
with 344, January with 343, September and November each with 338, 
August with 337, and lastly December with 330, as a daily rate. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered throughout Scotland during the 
year was 73,622 which is in the proportion of 1:86 per cent. or 186 in 
every ten thousand of population as estimated, being the lowest rate 
yet recorded. The mean average death-rate for the immediately 
preceding ten years is exactly 200 per ten thousand of the Inhabitants. 

The mortality rate varies in each of the five great Registration 
districts in accordance with their population and their aggregation, thus 
in the Principal Town districts it is highest and equal to 210 in each 
ten thousand of the population of the same; in the Large Town districts, 
it is 199; in the Small Town districts, it is 180; in the Mainland Rural 
districts, it is 155; and in the Insular-Rural districts 153 deaths occurred 
for each ten thousand of the inhabitants; being in all with the exception 
of the Large Town districts lower than last year. 

The average number of daily deaths was greatest in March, being 
then 252, followed by December with 226, February with 219, January 
with 212, April with 210, May with 207, November with 201, June with 
194, July with 182, August with 175, September with 171, and October 
with 169. i 


MARRIAGES. 


24,469 marriages were registered in Scotland during the year, being 
at the rate of 62 in each ten thousand of the population, a still lower 
proportion than for last year: the mean for the last ten years is 68. As 
with the birth and death-rate that of the marriages varies in the different 
Registration Districts, being highest in the Principal Town districts; where 
it is at the rate of 75 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same ; 
65 in those of the Large Towns; 57 in the Small Town districts; 48 in 
the Mainland-Rural districts; and but 37 in the Insular-Rural districts, 
in every case below the like for last year. 

June showed the largest number of registered marriages, followed in 
gradually diminishing numbers by January, December, July, November, 
August, March, September, October, April, February, and May.

EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The remainder of the Report deals with eight of the Principal Towns 
of Scotland, the information being furnished each month by the Regis- 
trars of the same, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Greenock, 
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Leith, Paisley, and Perth, and it is believed the statements made as 
to the condition of their inhabitants, and the mortality occurring among 
them from the various diseases, may be regarded as offering a fair 
estimate of the condition of the country at large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


44,114 births were registered in these Eight Towns during 
1886, being at the rate of 343 per ten thousand of their estimated 
population. The highest rate is mdicated in Glasgow, the lowest in 
Edinburgh. In the former city the rate is equal to 380 per ten thousand 
of its inhabitants, closely followed by Paisley with 379, Aberdeen coming 
next with 346,then Greenock with 334, Leith with 324, Dundee with 
311, Perth with 296, and Edinburgh with 292. 

3665 of these children are born out of wedlock, equivalent to 831 
per cent. of the whole. This rate is highest in Aberdeen, where they 
form 11:5 per cent. of the total; followed by Dundee with 10-2 per cent. ; 
Perth with 9-4 per cent.; Edinburgh with 8-4 per cent.; Glasgow with 
8:0 per cent.; Greenock with 5:9 per cent.; Paisley with 5-6 per cent.; 
and Leith with 5:5 per cent. Another Column of Table VIII. gives the 
percentage of illegitimate children to possible mothers, 7¢., unmarried 
females and widows between 15 and 45 years of age, which is seen to 
be in Aberdeen 2°79; in Glasgow 2°32; in Greenock 1:96; in Perth 1:92; 
in Dundee 1°89; in Leith 1:69; in Edinburgh 1:47; and in Paisley 1°39. 

22,687 of the children born in these Eight Towns are of the male 
sex, and 21,427 of the female, the proportion of boys to girls being 
therefore as 105°8 is to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The registered Deaths in these Towns during the year amounted to 
27,524, being in the proportion of 214 in each ten thousand of their 
estimated population; 13,594 are of the male, and 18,930 of the female 
Sex, 

Table VIII. indicates that in Glasgow the like ratio of Deaths to 
its computed population is 251; in Paisley it is 227; in Aberdeen it is 
194; in Edinburgh it is 192; in Dundee and Perth it is 183; in Leith it 
is 176; and in Greenock 173. 

On comparing these figures with the corresponding on Table IX. itis 
seen that in the cases of Glasgow, Dundee, Greenock, and Paisley, the 
death-rate for 1886 is below that. for 1885, in the other Towns the reverse 
holds; and also that in each Town the rate for the present year is below 
that of the mean for the preceding ten years. 

Table X. is drawn up to give some information as to the mortality 
among young children, ze, under 5 years of age, in the same towns. 
One column shows the percentage of deaths among the children of this 
age for each Town, and in the next is the percentage of Deaths as 
compared with the total Deaths. Thus in Glasgow, out of the number 
of children under 5 years of age, estimated to be alive, 78 in each 
thousand succumbed to one or other form of disease; in Paisley the 


proportion was 60; in Edinburgh it was 56; in Dundee it was 51; in ~ 


Leith it was 50; in Aberdeen it was 49; in Greenock it was 43; and in

Perth 36. Of every hundred deaths registered at the same ages, but to 
the total deaths, 43:0 occurred in Leith; 42:7 in Glasgow; 37:4 in 
Dundee; 36°6 in Greenock; 35:5 in Edinburgh; 35:4 in Paisley ; 34:8 in 
Aberdeen; and 24°2 in Perth,

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Tables XI. and XII. exhibit the rate of mortality due to various 
classes of disease, and to the more important special causes of death in 
each of the Hight Towns, such rate being calculated in the former Table 
with reference to the estimated population, and in the latter with 
reference to the total deaths from all causes, allowance being made 
in all cases for the causes of death not precisely specified. 

- The percentage of deaths from Zymotic diseases was 0°264 on the 
total estimated population of the towns collectively, being 12°31 per 
cent. of the total registered deaths. Such causes proved fatal to 0°356 
per cent. of the population. of Glasgow, to 0°276 per cent. of that of 
Paisley ; to 0°232 per cent. of that of Leith; to 0:229 per cent. of that of 
Aberdeen ; to 0:209 per cent. of that of Edinburgh; to 0:173 per cent. of 
that of Dundee; to 0:154 per cent. of that of Perth; and to 0120 per 
cent. of that of Greenock. The corresponding percentages of deaths 
from Zymotics to the total deaths were 14:18 in Glasgow; 13:19 in 
Leith ; 12:16 in Paisley; 11:84 in Aberdeen; 10°89 in Edinburgh; 9°44 
in Dundee; 8°42 in Perth; and 6°95 in Greenock. 

In Glasgow, 5°48 per cent. of all the deaths is due to Hooping-cough; 
2°74 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; 2°09 per cent. to Diarrhoea ; 0-96 per cent. 
to Fevers, (0°69 per cent. being Enteric or Typhoid), 0°76 per cent. to 
Measles; and 0°74 per cent. to Diphtheria. , 

In Edinburgh, 3-49 per cent. of the total mortality is due to 
Measles; 2°03 per cent. to Diarrhcea; 1:21 per cent. to Hooping-cough ; 
1:09 per cent. to Diphtheria; 0°92 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; 0°88 per 
cent. to Fevers, (0°78 per cent. being Enteric.)

In Perth, Diarrhoeal Affections cause 3°33 per cent. of all the Deaths, 
Fevers, 1°40 per cent.

In the whole Group of Hight Towns, the. following is the mortality 
ascribed to the more important. specific febrile diseases which were 
registered during the year. From Hooping-cough 874 exits occurred, 
which igs at the rate of 3:20 per cent. of the total registered mortality, 
and in the proportion of 6:8 in each ten thousand of their inhabitants. 
Diarrhoea and Dysentery together cause 741 deaths, which is equal to 
2:71 per cent. of the total, a mortality rate of 58 per ten thousand of 
population. Scarlet Fever caused 499 deaths, or 1:83 per cent. of all, and 
equal to nearly 4 for each ten thousand of population. Measles caused 
348 deaths, or 1:27 per cent. of all, equal to 2°7 per ten thousand. 

_ Fevers caused 267 deaths, or 0°98 per cent. of all, equal to a death- 
rate of 2:1 per ten thousand of population. Of these Typhus caused 54 
exits, and Typhoid or Enteric 197, most of the former being in Glasgow, 
Greenock, and Leith, the latter, in Glasgow, Edinburgh, and Paisley.

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Diphtheria caused 214 deaths, or 0°78 per cent. of all, a death-rate of 
1-6 per ten thousand. 

From Small-pox 8 deaths occurred during the year, 2 in Glasgow, 3 
in Edinburgh, 1 in Aberdeen, and 2 in Leith. Both of those in Glasgow 
were registered in January, one a female et. 33 years, the other a male et. 
20 years. The first of the Edinburgh deaths was a female zt. 58 years, 
registered in March, another female et. 17 years in April, and a boy et. 7 
years in May. The fatal case in Aberdeen was a female et. 68, registered 
in December, and in Leith both deaths were registered in March, and 
both were males, one zt. 22 years, the other an infant of 44 months, 

The total number of these specific Zymotics grouped together is 2951, 
a considerable decrease over last year when they were 3364, Erysipelas 
caused 101 deaths, and Syphilis 137. 

_ Diseases of a Constitutional nature caused 5348 deaths in all, equal 
to 19°5 per cent. of the total mortality, or 41:9 in every ten thousand of 
the population. Among them, Rheumatism and Rheumatic Fever 
caused 137 deaths. Cancer caused 743 deaths, or 2°71 per cent. of the 
total mortality, and equal to 5°8 deaths in every ten thousand of the 
estimated population, being most marked as a cause of death in 
Edinburgh, Aberdeen, and Dundee. To Ascites and Dropsy 113 deaths 
are placed, and to Gout 5, 

Phthisis accounts for 3151 exits, being 11:53 per cent. of the total 
mortality; and in the ratio of 247 in every ten thousand of population of the 
above eight towns,—Glasgow, Dundee, Paisley, and Perth suffering most. 

Acute Hydrocephalus caused 476 deaths; Tabes Mesenterica 438 ; 
and 263 fall to other forms of Scrofula. 

From diseases of the Brain and Nervous System, the deaths were 
3428, being 12°54 per cent. of the gross mortality; and 26°9 per ten 
thousand of estimated population. The percentage of deaths from 
diseases of this class was 17:02 in Perth; 13°91 in Greenock; 13°56 in 
Paisley ; 13:03 in Leith; 12°86 in Edinburgh; 12:47 in Aberdeen; 12°46 
in Dundee; and 11:97 in Glasgow. In proportion to the number of

Paisley ; 30:0 in Glasgow; 24°7 in Edinburgh; 24:1 in Aberdeen; 24-0 in 
Greenock ; 22°9 in Leith; and 22°8 in Dundee.

There were 1972 deaths referred to diseases of the Circulatory 
Organs, being 7:22 per cent. of the deaths from all causes, and 10°5 exits 
per ten thousand of population. Perth shows a percentage on its gross 
mortality of 9°82; Edinburgh follows with 9:17; Aberdeen with 8°59 ; 
Greenock with 7°73; Dundee with 7:53; Leith with 6°76; Paisley with 
6-48; and Glasgow with 6:13. 

To diseases of the Respiratory Organs (not including Phthisis), 6199 
deaths are ascribed, being 22°68 per cent. of the gross mortality in these 
- towns, and equal to a death-rate of 48°6 in every ten thousand of their 
collective population. Glasgow comes first with 24°89 per cent. of the 
total deaths there registered during the year being due to such diseases ; 
followed by Greenock with 23°67 per cent.; Dundee with 22°67 per cent. ; 
Paisley with 20°93 per cent.; Edinburgh with 20°70 per cent.; Leith with 
18°81 per cent.; Aberdeen with 18:00 per cent.; and Perth with 1789 
per cent. 

To Bronchitis 3402 deaths are due, or 12°45 per cent. of the total 
mortality, varying from 13°63 per cent. in Paisley, and 13°30 per cent. 
in Glasgow, to 9°85 per cent. in Leith, and 9°30 per cent. in Perth. 
Pneumonia caused 2187 exits; Pleurisy 115; and Croup 240, 


From diseases of the Organs of Digestion, there were 1877 deaths, 


being 6°87 per cent. of the total mortality, or 14°7 in every ten thousand 
of the inhabitants of the towns. Dentition accounts for 255 deaths; 
Enteritis for 318; Peritonitis for 322; and Diseases of the Liver for 341. 

Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused 554 deaths, 2:03 per cent. of 
all, or in the proportion of 4°3 in every ten thousand of the population. 
Acute Nephritis caused 105, Bright’s Disease 204. 

Premature Birth accounts for 777 exits; Congenital Malformations, 
as Cyanosis, Spina Bifida, &c., for 75; and Old Age for 1060. 

Atrophy and Debility are the causes in 894 cases, and in 194 they are 
unascertained or so ill-defined as to be of no use in computing the tables. 

Violence ends the lives of 867 persons, equal to 3-17 per cent. of all, 
and to 68 in each ten thousand of population. 804 of the deaths are 
Accidental; 11 Homicidal; and 52 Suicidal. From Intemperance 72 
lives are lost. 

In these towns, 87 persons died during the year at 90 years of age 
or over, 28 being men and 59 women. One of the former had attained 
the age of 105 years at death, and two of the latter were also over 100 
at death, both widows, one 101 and the other 102 years. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


10,133 Marriages were registered in these towns during the year, 


which is at the rate of 79 for each ten thousand of their computed 
population. The rate varies in each town, being highest in Edinburgh, 
where it is (Table VIII.) 87 in the like proportion, next comes Glasgow 


with 86; Paisley with 83; Aberdeen and Perth each with 75; Leith | 


with 66; Dundee with 61; and Greenock with 58. 
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WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of 1886 are extracted from 
the Astronomer-Royal’s Notes appended to our Quarterly Reports :— 

The weather of January was of a very nntoward kind, cold, wet, and 
windy ; in the latter element abounding in North, as contrasted to South, 
wind ; and in a less degree in East, as compared with West, wind. 

The chief characteristics of February were coldness, paucity of rain- 

fall, and abundance of Hast wind ; the barometric pressure being likewise 
unusually high, higher in fact than it has been since 1878. 
March was chiefly characterised by its low mean temperature, with 
small daily range of temperature (speaking of cloudy skies), greater 
humidity of the air, greater rainfall, greater strength of wind than the 
area and a greater proportion of Easterly and South-Easterly direction 
therein. 

Apru approached the mean of former years more nearly than 
several preceding months. Mean temperature was still below the 
average, but less so than last month, so that the rise of temperature 
with spring was greater by more than a degree between April and 
March this year than is customary.

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May was characterised by low temperature, being 1°7 below the 
mean of the last 30 years. Rainfall abundant, being greater than that 
of any May since 1862 and greater than the average of 30 years by 1:57 
inches. rt ; 

June was characterised chiefly by lower mean temperature, large 
daily range of temperature, small humidity of the air, very scanty rain- 
fall (little more than half the average), and great amount or strength of 
wind; or in other words the progress of the season is a fortnight behind 
what is customary on the mean of former years. 

With a barometric pressure rather less, and a barometric range 
considerably greater, the mean temperature of July 1886, after six extra 
cold months, at length caught up and passed beyond the average of 
former July months by 0°6. | 

August is shown to have been a month of standard fine, dry, and 
breezy weather. The barometric pressure was very nearly the mean for 
August in all former years, and if the monthly range differed much, it 
was on the side of less range, and therefore less aerial disturbance. 

September was characterised chiefly by high barometric pressure, 
rather low mean temperature, small humidity and few days of rainfall, 
though greater depth of rain fallen, extra strength of wind, and directions 
though mainly and as usual W.S. W., yet having more additions of easterly 
wind than usual. | 

The chief feature in the weather of October was the excess of mean 
temperature, by no less than 2°8. Its absolute reading was however 
only 50°1, which was equalled in 1878, and surpassed in 1876 and 1857 ; 
while being accompanied in 1886 by an extra small daily range of 
temperature, the mean temperatures of the days alone did not rise to a

_ Like October, the chief feature of the weather of November 1886 was 
the high mean temperature, which amounted to 44°0, or an excess of as 
much as 3°0 over the average of the same month for the last 30 years, 
and within that period was exceeded by only three Novembers, viz., in 
1857, 1863, and 1881, when it was 45°:1, 44°-3, and 44°-9 respectively. 

_ The weather of December was of an exceedingly wintry character, 
frost and snow having prevailed in all parts of the country, and this was. 
attended by low barometric pressure, excessively large barometric range, 
remarkably low mean temperature, rainfall less than usual, by about 
half an inch, increased prevalence of winds from Northern quarter, and 
deficiency of those from the Southern. : 3 . 
| Table XIII. furnishes the means of comparing the months of 1886 
with those of the period between 1871 and 1880, and of tracing the 
connection between the proportion of the gross mortality and the average 
temperature experienced during the decennium and during the year 
under review. On comparing the mean monthly temperature of the 
present year (1886) with that for the ten years, it is seen that for every 
month with the exception of October and November, it is in the case of 
the former under that of the latter. March and December show the 
heaviest. mortality, and it may be noted the former follows two of the 
coldest months of the year, and the latter was itself the coldest of the 


twelve. 


It is not until June we find a decided diminution in the number of 
deaths which is continued throughout the next four months, July, 
August, September, and October. In six of the months the proportion

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of deaths during the present year is above that of the decennial mean. 
Table XIV. affords further information as to various meteorological 
phenomena deduced from daily observations made at 55 stations of the 
Meteorological Society of Scotland, situated in various parts of the 
country. | 

Table XV. contains the usual information regarding the connection 
between the”chief meteorological peculiarities of each month of 1886, 
and the amount of mortality experienced in the Hight Towns; and as in 
_the country at large, we here find the heaviest Death-toll to be in March 
and December, the lightest in June and the four succeeding months. 

Of the 8 fatal cases of Small-pox which were registered in these 
towns, 2 were so in January, 3 in March, and 1 each in April, May, and 
December. 7 

Measles numbered but 4 deaths in January, but steadily increased 
until June when they were 68, falling until November, when they again 
rose considerably. The greatest number of deaths from Scarlet Fever

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occurred during the last six months of the year, rising steadily and 
perceptibly from June onwards. Hooping-Cough causes its fewest 
deaths during January and February, when they are 56, and varies from 
63 to 93 during each of the other months. Diphtheria shows its highest 
mortality during the months at either end of the year, and the same 
remark applies to Fevers and that chiefly to Enteric or Typhoid, 
Diarrhcea is most. apparent during the later summer and autumnal 
months, its highest being during September. 

Phthisis was most fatal during the first six months of the year, 
although in each month a large number of exits are due to it, the 
smallest number being 198 in October. Croup indicates its highest 
mortality during the last three months, —October, November, and 
December. 

The mortality from diseases of the Respiratory Organs is-perhaps 
more than in most other cases associated with marked atmospheric 
alterations, or sudden and frequent alternations of cold and mild weather. 
During the present year the coldest months, March and December, give 
the largest number of deaths, chiefly from Bronchitis and Pneumonia, 
the lowest occurring in the warmer months of July, August, and 
September; and almost identically the same thing happens in regard to 
Heart-Affections and diseases of the Circulatory System generaliy, which 
so often complicate Pulmonary Affections. 

Brain Diseases were most lethal during March, April, and May, 
least so during August, September, and October. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. are drawn up to exhibit the relative 
amounts of mortality at different ages among the population of the Eight 
Towns, at each of the monthly periods of 1886. 

Thus, Children aged 0~5 years, died in the highest proportion during 
November, December, March, and September, in the lowest during July 
and August. | | 

Among Adolescents, aged 5-20 years, the proportion of deaths is 
greatest in March, May, and June, the minimum occurring in October. 

Adults, or those between 20 and 60 years, and who are, naturally, 
most exposed to inclemencies of weather, while actively engaged in 
earning daily bread for themselves and families, suffered chiefly during 
March, December, and the early months of the year, during the months 
when Chest affections are most fatal. 

Lastly, the Aged, or those who have passed the limit of 60 years, 
succumbed in the greatest numbers during the early and late months of 
the year, when the mean temperature was at its minimum, being highest 
in March, when 131 such died, and 106 in January, lowest during 
August, when 59 was the mortality. 

As regards the mortality of the entire population of these Hight 
Principal Towns of Scotland during 1886, the months rank in the follow- 
ing order, being heaviest in March, and gradually diminishing through- 
out, the others thus:-—-December, February, November, May, January, 
April, June, July, September, August, and October.

The Vaccination returns for the year 1885 show that of the 126152 
children born in Scotland, 109866, or 87:090 per cent. were successfully 
vaccinated. In 2073 cases, or in 1°648 per cent., vaccination was post- 
poned on medical authority when the returns were made up at the close

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of 1886 ; 225 children, or 0:179 per cent. were declared to be unfit for 
vaccination from constitutional insusceptibility ; and 228 children were 
insusceptible from previous successful vaccination. There were no cases 
of insusceptibility in respect of the children having previously had 
Small-pox. 10872, or 8°618 per cent. of the children born died before 
vaccination ; and in 2888 cases, or in 2:289 per cent. the children were 
removed from the district in which they were born previous to vaccina- 
tion, or from some other cause they were unaccounted for. It will be 
seen from Table XIX. that the number of cases of postponements con- 
tinues steadily to increase. During the previous ten years the average 
percentage of these cases was 1:157, while for the year 1885 the pro- 
portion is 1°643 per cent. 

In Table XX. the particulars relative to children who died before 
vaccination are omitted; and the proportion shown of children living at 
the age of six months who were protected by vaccination. From this 
Table it is seen that of 115280 children who were living at the age of 
six months, 109866 or 95°304 per cent. were certified to have been 
successfully vaccinated.. In 2073 cases, or in 1°799 per cent., vaccination 
was postponed. In 225 cases, or in 0195 per cent., the children were 
stated to be constitutionally insusceptible of vaccination; and 228 or 
0197 per cent., were insusceptible from previous successful vaccination ; 
none, however, were insusceptible from having had Small-pox. In 2888 
cases, or in 2°505 per cent., the children were unaccounted for in conse- 


quence of having left the district in which they were born, or from some 
other cause.

REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL

SIR, 

I have herewith the honour to submit the Report containing all the 
usual details regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered 
during the year 1887, in the 1,048 Registration Districts of Scotland. 
Appended to the General Report is the Twenty-third Annual Report on 
Vaccination, in which is contained all the available information regarding 
the administration of the Scottish Vaccination Act, and especially in 
relation to the vaccination of. children born in Scotland during 1886. 

At the middle of the year under consideration, 1887, the estimated 
population of Scotland was 3,991,499, of these 1,934,215 being males, 
and 2,057,284 being females. 

During the year there were registered 124,375 births, 74,500 deaths, 
and 24,851 marriages; hence for every hundred of estimated population 
there were 3:12 births, 1°87 deaths, and 0°62 marriages. On comparing 
these numbers with the corresponding on Tables I. and II., it is seen 
that the births show a lower proportion than in any previous year, as

_ 124,375 births were registered throughout Scotland during 1887, 
being at the rate of 3:12 per cent. or 312 for every ten thousand of 
estimated population; 63,856 of these were males, and 60,519 females. 
Tables IV. and V. afford information as to the number and proportion of 
births in the five Groups of Registration Districts into which Scotland 
is divided. In the Principal Town districts the registered births amount 
to 50,819, equivalent to 3°25 in every hundred of the inhabitants residing 
therein, the males numbering 25,985, the females 24,834; in the Large 
Town districts the total number is 15,027, or in the proportion of 3°38 
per cent. of the inhabitants, the males being 7,756, the females 7,271 ; 
in the Small Town districts the births are 26,276, or 3°11 per cent. of the 
population, males 13,491, females 12,785; in the Mainland Rural districts 
the natal events are 29,100, or 2°88 per cent. of the population, males — 
14,954, females 14,146; and in the Insular-Rural districts the births are 
3,153, or in the ratio of 2°44 per cent. to the inhabitants of the same, 
males 1,670, females 1,483. From these proportions it is apparent the 
highest birth-rate was in the Large Town districts, followed by that in 
the Principal Town districts, Small Town districts, Mainland Rural 
districts, and lowest in the Insular-Rural districts. 

The number of illegitimate births is 10,365, or 8-3 per cent. of the 
total births. This rate varies considerably in the five districts; ranging 
from 10°3 per cent. in the Mainland Rural districts, to 6:1 per cent. in 
the Insular-Rural districts, in the Small Town districts being 8:1 per 
cent., in the Principal Town districts 7-9 per cent., and in the Large 
Town districts 6°8 per cent. of the total births. 

The relative frequency of illegitimacy in the various geographical 
divisions into which the whole country is sub-divided, and in the 
counties separately, is tabulated on Table VI. Among the former, the 
highest rate is seen to be in the Southern division, where 14-2 per cent. 
of the total births during the year were illegitimate, followed by the 
North-Eastern with 13:9 per cent. of like nature, falling to 86 per 
cent. in the East-Midland division, followed by the Northern with 
84 per cent., the South-Eastern with 7:9 per cent., the North-Western 
with 69 per cent., the South-Western with 68 per cent. and the

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Of the total 124,375 births during the year, 63,856 were boys, and 
60,519 girls, so that for every 100 of the latter sex 105°5 boys were born; 
this proportion varying in the various Regisvration districts from 112°6, 
the highest in the Insular-Rural districts, to 104:6, the lowest in the 
Principal Town districts. 

Births were registered throughout the country in largest numbers 
during June, when they were at the rate of 366 per diem, followed by 
May with 359 daily, April with 353, March with 349, January with 338, 
July with 335, December with 333, February and August each with 332, 
September and October each with 331, and November with 330, as a 
daily rate. The average number of births registered day by day was 341, 
males 175, females 166; the illegitimate being 28 per diem. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered throughout Scotland during the 
year was 74,500, being in the proportion of 1°87 per cent. or 187 in 
every ten thousand of the estimated population, the lowest rate as yet 
recorded, except last year when it was 186. The mean average death-rate 
for the immediately preceding ten years is 198 per ten thousand of the 
inhabitants. 

The highest proportional mortality rate occurs in the Principal 
Town districts, where it is 209 per ten thousand; in the Large Town 
districts, it is 200; in the Small Town districts, it is 180; in the Main- 
land Rural districts, it is 156; and in the Insular-Rural districts 155 in 
every ten thousand of the population of the same. These, when compared 
with last year’s figures, are apparently somewhat higher in the Large 
Town districts and Mainland Rural districts, the same in the Small Town 
districts, and lower in the Principal Town and Insular Rural districts. 

The average number of daily deaths was greatest in January and 
March, each with 229, followed by December with 228, April with 213, 
May with 209, February with 208, November with 205, June with 193, 
August with 188, July with 186, October with 183, and September with 
176. The average number of deaths registered day by day is 204. 


MARRIAGES. 


24,851 marriages were registered during 1887, being at the rate of 62 
for every ten thousand of the population, almost the same as last year, 
and with this exception, the lowest since Registration began. The mean 
for the last ten years is 67. =i a 

The marriage rate is highest in the Principal Town districts, where 
it is 75 per ten thousand of the population, followed by the Large Town 
districts, where it is 64, falling to 57 in the Small Town districts, to 49 
in the Mainland-Rural districts, and to 34 in the Insular-Rural districts. 

The largest number of marriages are registered during the month of 
June, followed in decreasing numbers by January, December, July, 
November, October, August, April, March and September, each with 
the same number, February following, and May last. 


EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The information upon which the following sections of the Report 
are founded is obtained from materials furnished weekly by the Regis- 
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trars of the following Principal Towns, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, 
Aberdeen, Greenock, Leith, Paisley, and Perth, and it is believed the 
remarks made as to the circumstances of their inhabitants may fairly 
represent that of those throughout the country at large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The births registered as occurring in the above Towns during the 
year under review amount to 48,057, being in the proportion of 331 in 
each ten thousand of their estimated population. The highest rate was 
that in Paisley, the lowest that in Perth. In the former city the rate is 370 
in each ten thousand of its inhabitants, closely followed by Glasgow with 
a birth-rate of 369, Aberdeen coming next with 325, Leith with 311, 
Greenock with 299, Dundee with 298, Edinburgh with 292, and Perth 
with one of 275. 

Of the total 43,057 births, 3643, or 8-46 per cent. of the whole are 
illegitimate. In Aberdeen 10°6 per cent. of the births are of this nature, 
in Dundee it is 10:4 per cent.; in Perth it is 9°8 per cent.; in Edinburgh 
it is 85 per cent.; in Glasgow it is 8°3 per cent.; in Leith it is 6°6 per 
cent.; in Paisley it is 6-5 per cent.; and in Greenock it is 54 per cent. 
In the seventh Column of Table VIII. is found the percentage of illegi- 
timate children born during the year to the possible mothers, w¢., the 
unmarried females and widows between 15 and 45 years of age presumed 
to be residing in those towns. In Aberdeen there were 2'42 children 
born out of wedlock to every hundred such possible mothers; in Glasgow 
2°32; in Leith 1:93; in Dundee and Perth 1°85; in Greenock 1°61; in 
Paisley 1°57; and in Edinburgh 1°48. 

Of the total children born during the year in the Eight Towns 
22,025 were of the male sex, and 21,032 of the female sex, the proportion 
of boys to girls being accordingly as 104°7 is to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


28,068 deaths were registered as occurring in these Towns during 
the year, males 13,793, females 14,275, together representing a rate of 
216 in every ten thousand of their inhabitants. 

Table VIII. shows the death-rate to be in Paisley 260 per ten 
thousand of its estimated population ; in Glasgow 231; in Aberdeen 218; 
in Dundee 212; in Greenock 198; in Edinburgh 197; in Perth 184; and 
in Leith 175. 

On comparing these ratios with the like for last year (Table IX.), it 
appears that in all cases excepting Glasgow and Leith the rate for the 
present year indicates an increase upon that for 1886, and again when 
a comparison is made between them and the mean death-rates for the 
last ten years, in all cases excepting Aberdeen and Paisley the rate for 
the present year is below that of the ten. 

Table X. affords some information as to the mortality during the 
year among young children in these eight towns. In one column is 
the percentage of deaths among such children,—viz., under five years 
of age for each town, and in the next is the percentage of deaths. 
among the same when compared with the total mortality. Thus we find 
that in Glasgow 74 out of every 1000 children under 5 five years of age 
estimated to be in the city succumbed during the year; in Paisley the 
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number is 72; in Dundee 71; in Aberdeen 66; in Greenock 63; in 
Edinburgh 656; in Leith and in Perth 52. Again, from ‘the last 
column in the table it appears that 47:'3 per cent. of the total mortality 
in Greenock occurred among such young children; in Dundee 44:7 per

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cent, suffered likewise; in Leith 444 per cent.; in Glasgow 44:0 per 
cent. ;in Aberdeen 42'1 per cent.; in Paisley 37:2 per cent.; in Edinburgh 
35°1 per cent.; and in Perth 34:8 per cent. 

Tables XI. and XII. present the rate of mortality due to various 
classes of disease, and to the more important special causes of death in 
each of the Eight Towns, such rate being calculated in the former Table 
with reference to the estimated population, and in the latter with 
reference to the total deaths from all causes, allowance being made 
in all cases for the causes of death not precisely specified. 

The percentage of deaths from Zymotic diseases was 0°361 on the 
total estimated population of the towns, forming 16°73 per cent. of 
the total mortality occurring therein. Such causes proved fatal to 0°447 
per cent. of the population of Aberdeen; to 0-417 per cent. of that of 
Dundee; to 0°382 per cent. of that of Paisley; to 0°368 per cent. of 
that of Perth; to 0:363 per cent. of that of Glasgow; to 0°338 per cent. 
of that of Greenock; to 0°305 per cent. of that of Edinburgh; and to 
0-291 per cent. of thatof Leith. The corresponding percentages of deaths — 
from these same diseases to the total deaths are 20°57 in Aberdeen; 
20:00 in Perth ; 19°68 in Dundee; 17:04 in Greenock; 16°61 in Leith : : 
15°69 in Glasgow ; 15°50 in Edinburgh; and 14°70 in Paisley. 

In Glasgow, out of every hundred deaths 5°35 were attributed to 
Hooping-cough; 2°53 to Measles; 1:98 to Scarlet Fever; 1:89 to Diarrhcea 
and Dysentery ; 1:32 to Diphtheria ; and 1:10 to Fevers, of which 0°88 are 
Typhoid or Enteric, and 0°17 Typhus. 

In Edinburgh, the percentage of deaths from Hooping-cough is

In Aberdeen, Measles is the cause of no less than 10°93 per cent. of 
the total mortality; Hooping-cough of 3°50 per cent.; Diarrhoeal affee- 
tions of 2°32 per cent.; Scarlet Fever of 1:14 per cent.; Fevers causing 
1:02 per cent., of which 0°71 per cent. are Enteric, and 0°20 per cent. 
—'Typhus. 

In Greenock, the percentage of deaths from Hooping-cough is 9:96 ; 
from Diarrhoea 2:27; from Diphtheria 1:27; and from Measles 1:13; 
Searlet Fever only causing 0°73 per cent. 

In Leith, 6-44 per cent. of all is due to Hooping-cough ; 4:53 per

of population. To Diarrhoea and Dysentery combined are ascribed 709 
deaths, 2°54 per cent. of all, and equal to 5°5 per ten thousand. Scarlet 
Fever caused 639° exits, 2°29 per cent. of all, and 4:9 per ten thousand 
souls. Diphtheria caused 284 deaths, 1:02 per cent. of all, and 2:2 per 
ten thousand as before. Fevers caused 321 deaths, or 1:15 per cent. of all 
the mortality, 2°5 in each ten thousand of the population ; of these Typhus 
caused 62, and Typhoid or Enteric 245 deaths, the former most markedly 
in Paisley and Greenock, the latter in Glasgow, Leith, and Edinburgh. 
Small-pox caused 4 deaths during the year, 2 in Aberdeen, both 
males between 20 and 60 years of age, one in the month of June, the 
other in August; and 2 in Perth, both females, one between 5 and 20

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years, the other between 20 and 60 years of age, both occurring during 
October. 

The total number of deaths from diseases of a Zymotic character is 
4670, a considerable increase over the same for last year, when they 
were 3364, and are the cause of 16°78 per cent. of the total mortality. 
Syphilis causes 125 deaths, Erysipelas 119, and Puerperal Fever 96. 

Diseases of a Constitutional nature caused 4932 deaths, or 17°67 
per cent. of all, and equal to 38°2 in every ten thousand of population. 
Rheumatism and Rheumatic Fever caused 104 deaths. Cancer caused 
780 deaths, equal to 2°79 per cent. of all, or 6:0 deaths in every ten 
thousand of population, and most apparent in Edinburgh, Perth, Leith, 
and Aberdeen. Gout is the cause of 6 deaths. To Phthisis 2827 deaths 
are ascribed, 10:13 per cent. of the total mortality, and equivalent to 
219 deaths per ten thousand of the imhabitants, Glasgow, Paisley, and 
Dundee showing the largest ratio to estimated population. Tubercular 
Meningitis caused 431 deaths, Tabes Mesenterica 376, and other forms 
of Scrofula 267. 

From diseases of the Nervous System there are 3213 deaths, or 
11:51 per cent. of all, and equal to 24:9 exits in each ten thousand of 
the population of the above towns. The percentage-of deaths from such 
to those from all causes was 1426 in Paisley; 12°90 in Greenock; 
12:43 in Aberdeen; 11°35 in Glasgow; 11:34 in Edinburgh; 11-28 in 
Perth; 10°30 in Dundee; and 10:01 in Leith; the like rate per ten 
thousand of the population being 57:1 in Paisley; 27:0 in Aberdeen; 
26'3 in Glasgow ; 25°6 in Greenock; 22°3 in Edinburgh; 21°8 in Dundee ; 
20°8 in Perth; and 17:5 in Leith. 

Diseases of the Organs of Circulation account for 2024 deaths, or 
7:25 per cent. of all, and 15:7 in each ten thousand of population. Edin- 
burgh shows a percentage on the gross mortality of 9°88; followed by 
Perth with one of 9°40; Leith 9°30; Dundee 7:28; Aberdeen 6:96; Paisley

deaths are due, or 22:25 per cent. of the total mortality, and 48:1 in 
every ten thousand of the inhabitants. Glasgow heads the list of the 
towns with 24:23 per cent. of its total. mortality thus accounted for; 
followed by Paisley with 23°51 per cent.; Greenock with 22°19 per cent. ; 
Dundee with 21°63 per cent.; Leith with 21:22 per cent.; Aberdeen with 
19°86 per cent.; Edinburgh with 19°53 per cent.; and Perth with 18:29 
per cent. Bronchitis is the cause of 3286 of the above, ie, 11°77 per 
cent. of the whole mortality, or 25:4 in every ten thousand of population, 
being highest in Paisley and Glasgow, lowest in Greenock and Edin- 
burgh. Pneumonia caused 1956 deaths; Pleurisy 129; and Croup 264. 

From diseases of the Organs of Digestion, 1825 deaths occur, being 
6°53 per cent. of all, and in the ratio of 14:1 in every ten thousand of 
population. Enteritis is the cause of 297; Peritonitis of 273; Dentition 
of 2774; and Liver Disease of 297. 

Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused 608 exits, 2°18 per cent. of 
all, or 4°7 in every ten thousand of population. Acute Nephritis caused 
127, and Bright’s Disease 200 of the above. | 

Premature Birth accounts for 742 deaths ; Congenital Malformations 
to 126; and Old Age to 1009. ! 

Atrophy and Debility are the causes in 842 cases, and Dropsy in 92, 
while in 250 the cause of death is so indefinitely defined or unknown 
to be of no use in computing the tables, &c. 

In 847 cases Violence is the cause of death, or 3:03 per cent. of the 
total mortality, and 6°5 per ten thousand of population. 786 of these 
deaths are Accidental; 9 Homicidal; and 52 Suicidal. 78 are due to 
Intemperance. 

In the eight towns, 103 persons died during 1887 at ages of 90 or 
over, 23 being men and 80 women. A female, formerly a servant, and 
two widows, were 101 years old at death, and a woman (condition not 
stated), was 102. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


10,266 marriages were registered in the above during the year, 
which is at the rate of 79 to every ten thousand of the inhabitants 
as estimated to reside therein. This rate varies in the different towns; 
thus it is 86 in like proportion in Glasgow; 83 in Edinburgh; 80 in 
Paisley ; 77 in Aberdeen; 69 in Perth; 67 in Dundee; 65 in Leith; and 
62 in Greenock. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes of the Astronomer-Royal which appear in the Registrar- 
General’s Quarterly Reports :— | 

January was on the mean of its whole extent not remarkable in an 
extreme degree for any given, or ordinarily recognised meteorological 
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feature, though inclining in a second degree to rather higher mean 
temperature, less rainfall, more strength of wind, and that chiefly from 
the W.S.W. Yet the mean temperature was sufficiently low to have 
caused most of the so-called rainfall to have been in reality snowfall, 
and to have kept the face of the country white, in place of green, for a 
considerable number of days, and to have produced no little irritation to 
citizens on account of the supposed ill-considered rules of municipalities 
regarding the clearance of pavements and removal of the proceeds. 
While amongst the direct characteristics of the weather of February 
it may be cited that the mean temperature was nearly 1° above the 
mean of all former Februarys; the daily range of temperature greater 
_by rather more than 1°; the depth of rainfall smaller by one-third; the 
strength of wind less by a tenth; the N. and E. elements of its direction 
rather less, but the W. greater—there was over-shadowing or over-ruling 
these features the very notable wmdzrect one of the mean barometric 
pressure being greater than ever recorded before for the February of any 
year, and greater than the mean of all former Februarys by no less a 
quantity than 0°331 inch—the barometric range at the same time being 
not far from the normal. | 
March, which began with remarkably mild weather, but presently 
relapsed into cold and snow, proved, on the mean of the whole month,

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nine-tenths of a degree Fahr. colder than the mean March of all former 
years ; but was 1°4 above the temperature of last year’s March, and its 
longer continued and far deeper snowfalls. 

April was.on the whole a very cold, dry, and generally inclement 
month, these characteristics being accompanied by high barometric 
pressure, and a barometric range greater than the average; while the 
mean temperature was less than the average by nearly two degrees. 

May was characterised by high barometric pressure and large 
monthly range, accompanied by small rainfall, and a wind pressure 
greater than the average by 0:44 lbs. on the square foot, while the mean 
temperature was nearly an average. 

In June the greatness of the mean height of the barometer was 
unprecedented in all previous Junes, excepting that of 1865. The mean 
temperature, 08°°4, was a far higher figure than the same return for June 
has reached for more than 20 years past; but the most remarkable 
feature was the scantiness of the rainfall, joined to the previous dry 
state of the country. 

While the barometric pressure for July was near the ordinary 
quantity, its monthly range was much greater, and with such disturbance, 
the rainfall was heavier than in any other month of the present year, 
except January. And yet as a rainfall for July, it was scanty, or almost 
? of an inch less than the mean of all former months of July. At the 
same time the mean temperature was remarkably high, higher indeed 
than in any one recorded year, except that of 1868, while the prevailing 
dryness of the air was shown by a humidity return so small as 76. 

August 1887 was a month of remarkable quietude, comfort, and 
pleasantness, with nothing much out of the way, or differing notably

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from the mean of former years for the same month; the small differences 
found being generally on the side of what is agreeable and healthy. 

With the month of September the long drought of the spring and 
summer of 1887 decidedly closed. The barometric pressure was rather 
high, but much disturbed; mean temperature, rather low; humidity, 
abundant; a greater number of rainy days, and greater depth of rainfall 

than the average; not much wind, and its direction inclining more to 
K.N.E. than usual. 

The weather of October was characterised by unusually high barometric 
pressure and low mean temperature, accompanied by less humidity, a 
smaller number of rainy days, and a smaller depth of rainfall than the 

-average; while the wind was slightly above the average as to pressure 
on the square foot, and had a more than usually great preponderance of 
westerly direction. 

The month of November was generally disturbed, cold, damp, wet, 
windy, and with east wind preponderating; but none of these influences 
prevailed to any remarkable extent. 

December was remarkable for low barometric pressure, small barometric 
range, low mean temperature, small depth of rainfall, and small force of 
wind, the direction of the winds and the quantities of the other elements 
being nearly as usual. , 

By means of Table XIII. a comparison may be made between each 
month of 1887 and those of the decennial period between 1871 and 1880, 
as regards the average temperature, and the proportionate mortality 
experienced throughout Scotland in each month during the above period, 
and for the year under review. It thus appears that while the mean 
temperature of the month of January is the same for the year 1887 and

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for the ten years, the mean temperatures of February, May, June, and 
July, are above those of the same months during the longer period. 
The greatest proportion of monthly deaths occurred during January, 
March, and December, the three coldest months of the year, the least 
during September and October. Table XIV. gives information on various 
points deduced from meteorological observations made at 5d stations 
throughout Scotland and tabulated month by month. On Table XV. we 
find among other things the deaths from a few of the more important 
Miasmatic and other diseases for each month in the Eight Towns, placed 
for the sake of comparison in conjunction with the varying meteorological 
conditions for each month. 

There were but 4 fatal cases from Small-pox registered in these 
towns during the year, 1 during June, 1 during August, and 2 during 
October. 

Measles, which had been increasing during the latter months of 1886, 
continued to cause many deaths until July 1887, when they fell to 14

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for that month. These deaths had reached their acme during March, 
when 203 were registered, followed by April with 125. Towards the end 
of the year their numbers again began torunup. — 

- The deaths from Scarlet Fever also appear in largest numbers during 
the months at the commencement and end of the year, the greatest 
number being 89 during October, the smallest during May. Hooping- 
cough is the most fatal of the Miasmatics for the year, causing a number 
of deaths during each month, varying from 175 in July, and 170 in June, 
to 97, the lowest, in October. Diphtheria is the cause of more deaths 
_ during the present than last year, appearing highest during January, 
when 35 so succumbed. Fevers caused their greatest number of deaths 
during the latter months of the year, and Diarrhceal affections were most 
fatal during the later months of summer and those of autumn. 

Phthisis decidedly caused the largest number of its deaths during 
the first half of the year, March and April especially. With 297 and 
296 deaths respectively, being lowest in August and September, with 191 
and 194. Croup on the other hand being just the reverse, the largest 
number of deaths from it being notified during the later months. 

On no class of diseases have climatic influences more effect than 
upon those affecting the Respiratory Organs, especially Bronchitis and 
Pneumonia. We have seen the coldest months of the year were the 
three first and the two last, and it is exactly in those the greatest number 
of deaths from these affections occurred, the lowest on the other hand 
_ during the warmer months of July and August. Much the same may be 
said of deaths due to Disease of the Heart and Blood-vessels, to those 
from disease of the Brain, and in the case of the Aged. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. are as usual drawn up to allow the 
reader to ascertain the relative monthly mortality at different ages 
among the inhabitants of the aforesaid Towns. Thus with Children 
(0 to 5 years), the heaviest mortality is during the early and latter two 
months of the year, the lowest during September and October. 

Among Adolescents (aged 5 to 20 years), the deaths were most 
frequent during February and March, least so during September. 

In the case of Adults (20 to 60 years), the deaths occurred 
in largest numbers during January, March, and April, fewest during 
July and August. 

And lastly, the mortality among the Aged, those over 60 years of 
age, is greatest during the early and later months of the year, those in 
fact which were the most inclement, and therefore trying to the old as 
well as the young. ; 

The general mortality among the total population of the Hight 
Towns during 1887 was heaviest during March, followed in gradually 
diminishing numbers by January, December, April, February, November, 
May, June, October, August, July, and September.

Small-pox. 11,282, or 8816 per cent. of the children born died before 
vaccination ; and in 3060 cases, or in 2:°387 per cent. of the whole births 
the children were unaccounted for, owing to their removal from the 
district in which they were born, or from some other cause. The propor- 
tion of children successfully vaccinated is the lowest for any year since 
the Act came into operation in 1864, and is 1:144 below the average for 
the last ten years; while, on the other hand, the proportion of postponed 
cases is the greatest that has occurred during any year since 1864, and is. 
0:594 above the average for the last ten years. 

Table XX. gives the particulars relative to vaccination, omitting the 
children who died before. From this Table it is seen that of 116.686. 
children who were living at the age of six months, 110,864 or 95-011 
per cent. were returned as successfully vaccinated. In 2325 cases, or in 
1-993 per cent., vaccination was postponed ; 201 children, or in 0:172 per 
cent., were stated-to be constitutionally insusceptible of vaccination ; 
and 241, or 0:206 per cent., were insusceptible in consequence of having 
previously been successfully vaccinated; while there were none ingus- 
ceptible from having had Small-pox. In 3055 cases, or in 2°618 per 
cent., the children were unaccounted for in consequence of having left 
the district in which they were born, or from some other cause.

BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The number of births registered in these Towns during the year was

tion, The highest birth-rate occurred in Glasgow, viz., 367 per ten thousand _ 


of its inhabitants; the next in Paisley, 354; Aberdeen, 322; Leith, 313; 
Greenock, 287; Edinburgh and Dundee each 285; and in Perth, 283. 
Of the whole 42,853 births, 3576, or 8:34 per cent, were illegitimate.

This class of diseases proved fatal to 0°572 per cent. of the population of 
Paisley; to 0°293 of that of Glasgow; to 0°206 of that of Greenock; to 
0196 of that of Leith; to 0:186 of that of Perth; to 0173 of that of 
Dundee; to 0:172 of that of Edinburgh; and to 0:°163 of that of Aberdeen.

_. Lymotic Diseases caused 3165 deaths, being a considerable decrease on 
the number for the preceding year. Of these 126 were from Syphilis, 125 
from Erysipelas, and 110 from Puerperal Fever. 

Constitutional Diseases caused 4912 deaths, or 18:90 per cent. of the 


whole, the proportion to every ten thousand of the estimated population 


being 37:6. To Rheumatism and Rheumatic Fever were attributed 167 
deaths. Cancer was the cause of 826 deaths, forming 3:18 per cent. of the 


whole, or 6°3 in every ten thousand of the population, and was most fatal 
in Edinburgh, Aberdeen, Leith, and Perth. Five deaths were ascribed to 


Gout. Phthisis was stated to have caused 2712 deaths, equal to 10°43 per

MARRIAGES IN EIGHT TOWNS. 


In 1888 there was 10782 Marriages recorded, being at the rate of 82 
for every ten thousand of the estimated population. In Glasgow 92 Marri- 
ages occurred for every ten thousand of the population ; in Edinburgh, 82; 
in Paisley, 78; in Aberdeen, 77; in Leith, 75; in Dundee, 70; in Perth, 68 ; 
and in Greenocs, 61. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes of the Astronomer-Royal, which appear in the aE: General’s. 
Quarterly Reports :— 


January enjoyed the characteristics of a mild, dry winter month. The 
mean barometric height had not been so great since 1882, and the monthly 
range was under the average. The direction of the wind was normal or 
W.S.W., and its force on the square foot less by one-fourth. 

The general characteristics of February were a high and rather steadily 
high barometric pressure; much north-easterly direction of the wind, but 
with no great force; extremely low temperature, and very little rain-fall. 3 

March was remarkable generally for low barometric pressure, large 
barometric monthly range, very low mean temperature, large rain-fall (if 
correctly interpreted out of the depth and height of snow-fall and snow-drift), 
and an unusually large proportion of easterly direction in the wind.

_ The weather in April was of a nearly average and ordinary kind for the 
month, and if in the matter of mean temperature it was so much as 1°°8 below 
the average, that is so much less than (or about half) the defect in that 
direction of the previous month of March to its predecessors, this April 
was felt as a great relief after a very severe and long continued winter. 

In May the mean barometric pressure was close to the average, accom- 
panied, however, by greatly increased monthly range thereof, indicative of 
the several squally periods which characterised the weather of the month, 
the pressure of the wind being also above the average, and its direction 
rather oftener from south and west than usual. 

June was quite phenomenal beyond all precedent for its large amount 


of east wind, and the coldness of it. For the quantity or prevalence of that — 


direction of the wind no June of any former year came nearer than 13 to 


the past June’s 17; and for its coldness no year’s June since 1862 came at 


all near it; while even 1862 was not so low by 0°7. 


The characteristics of July were low barometric pressure, distressingly | 


low mean temperature, lamentable excess of humidity, small daily range of 
temperature, indivating very little sunshine and overpowering rain, both in 
the number of its days of falling and the depth of rain fallen; while the 
direction of the wind was to a most abnormal extent for the season from the 
east,

November was a wet and windy month, with high mean temperature, 
low barometric pressure, and a remarkably small barometric range, the latter 
being less than that of any November since 1876 while the direction of the 
wind was easterly more frequently than usual, especially in | the first halt of 
the month. 

The weather of December was mild and calm, and on the whole dry,

The number of deaths from Measles was lowest during August, when 


21 were recorded. An increase occurred each month until November, when 
there were 104 deaths, but in December the number had fallen to 53. 


The largest number of deaths from Scarlatina occurred in November, a 
when 39 were registered, the smallest during July, the number for that 


month being 10. The mortality from Hooping Cough was greatest in 
January (114), falling each month until September, when 20 deaths were 
recorded. Diphtheria shows a greater mortality this year than during 1887; 
it was most fatal at the beginning and end of the year. Deaths from 
Fevers varied considerably during the year, the highest number was 31 in 
November. Diarrhoeal affections were most prevalent in August, Sep- 
tember, and October. | 

Deaths from :Phthisis were most numerous in March, April, and May, 
and least so in August, September, and October. The months in which 
most deaths resulted from Croup were January, November, and December. 

The effects of low temperature on diseases of the Respiratory Organs, 
especially Bronchitis, and Pneumonia, is again observable. In January, 


February, and March, the only three months in which the mean temperature | 


was below 40°, we find the greatest number of deaths from these diseases 
occurred; while in August, when the highest mean temperature was reached, 


the number of these deaths was least. Diseases of the Respiratory Organs 


constituted 26°5 per cent. of all deaths in January, but only 15-4 per cent. 
of all in August. 

Diseases of the Heart and Blood-vessels proved most fatal during the 
colder months, and the same remark also applies to diseases of the Brain, 
and in the case of old people. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. show the relative monthly mortality divided 
into four classes according to age in the before mentioned Principal 
Towns. 

Children under five years of age died in largest proportion in January, 
and smallest in July and September. 

The greatest proportion of deaths of persons between five and twenty 
years of age occurred in March and May, and the least in August 
and September.

performance of the operation was postponed on medical authority; 236 
children, or 0°190 per cent. of the whole were found to be insusceptible of 
vaccination from some constitutional peculiarity; and 373, or 0°300 per cent., 
were insusceptible in respect of having been previously successfully vaccin- 
ated, although not by persons qualified to give a certificate to thateffect. No 
cases in which children were insusceptible in consequence of having had 
Small-pox occurred. 11,269, or 9-054 per cent., of the children born died 
before vaccination; and 3047 children, or 2448 per cent., of all births, were 
removed from the districts in which they had been born, or were otherwise 
unaccounted for. The proportion of cases successfully vaccinated is 1:589 
per cent. below the average for the last ten years, and the proportion of 
postponed cases 0°657 per cent. above the average for the same period. 

In Table XX. is given the proportion of the vaccinated to the 
children living at the age of six months, the particulars relating to the 
children that died unvaccinated being omitted. It will be observed from 
this Table that of 113,198 children who were living at the age of six months, 
107,077, or 94:593 were successfully vaccinated. In 2465 cases, or in 2:178 
per cent., vaccination was postponed. In 236 cases, or 0208 per cent. the, 
children were stated to be constitutionally insusceptible; and 373 children, 
or 0°329 per cent., were insusceptible in consequence of having previously 
been successfully vaccinated ; while none were insusceptible from having

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During the year there were registered 122 
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26,318 marriages. Hence for every hundred of estimated population there 
were 3:01 births, 1°80 deaths, and 0°65 marriages. When these numbers 
_ are compared with the corresponding for the previous year (Tables I. and IL.), 
the birth-rate is seen to be still lower than that for last year, the death-rate 
being higher, as also is that of the marriages. . 

The excess of births over deaths is 49,567. 


BIRTHS. 


122,770 births were registered throughout Scotland during 1889, being at 
the rate of 3°01 per cent., or 301 for every ten thousand of estimated 
population ; of these, 63,347 were males, and 59,423 females. 

Tables IV. and V. afford information as to the number and proportion of 
births in the five groups of Registration districts into which Scotland is 
divided. In the Principal Town districts 51,029 births were notified, being 
at the rate of 3°16 for every hundred of the estimated inhabitants of the 
same ; 26,236 being males, and 24,793 females; in the Large Town districts 
the total number is 14,979, or 3:27 per hundred of population, the males 
being 7,738, the females 7,241; in the Small Town districts the births are 
25,999, equal to 3°01 per cent. of the inhabitants; males 15,468, females 
12,531; in the Mainland-Rural districts the total amount is 27,776, or in 


‘proportion of 2°74 to each hundred of the inhabitants, males numbering 


14,357, females 13,419; and in the Insular-Rural districts the total amount 
is 2,987 or 2:31 per hundred; males 1548, females 1,439. From those ratios 
it is apparent the highest birth-rate occurred in the Large Town districts, 
followed by that in the Principal Town districts, Small Town districts, and 
Mainland-Rural districts, being lowest in the Insular-Rural districts. | 

9 643 of the total 122,770 births were illegitimate, equivalent to 7°85 per 
cent. of all. The rate varies in each district, being 9-9 per cent. in the 
Mainland-Rural districts, 7°5 per cent. in the Smail Town districts, 7-4 per 
cent. in the Principal Town districts, 6°5 per cent. in the Large Town 
districts, and 6:0 per cent in the Insular-Rural districts,

_ Of the total 122,770 births during the year, 63,347 were boys and 59,423 
girls, so that for every 100 of the latter sex, 106°6 boys were born. The 
highest proportion of male to female births occurred in the Insular-Rural 


districts, 107°6 to 100, the lowest in the Principal Town districts, 105°8~ 


to 100. ~ ; 

Births were registered throughout the country in largest numbers during 
May, when they were at the rate of 365 per diem, April coming next, with 
306 daily; July, with 340; June, with 343; October, with 342; January, with 
334; March, with 333; February and December, each with 327 ; September, 
with 325; November with 320; and August, with 317. The daily average 
number of births registered during the year was 336, males 173, females 
163. The average number of illegitimate births was 26 per diem. 


DEATHS. 
73,203 deaths were registered throughout Scotland during the year, being 


in the proportion of 1:80 per cent., or 180 in each ten thousand of estimated — 


population, a ratio somewhat higher than that for last year. 

Table V. shows the heaviest rate to have occurred in the Principal Town 
districts, where it was 201 per ten thousand of population, followed by the 
Large Town districts, with a mortality rate of 184; the Small Town districts, 
with one of 170; the Mainland-Rural districts, with one of 157; and the 
Insular-Rural districts, with a rate of 142, ratios which, when compared 
with the corresponding for last year, show an increase in the case of the 
Principal and Small Town districts, a decrease in that of the Large Town 
and Insular-Rural districts, being the same in the Mainland-Rural districts. 

The average number of daily deaths was greatest during December, 254, 
followed by April, with 221; March, with 220; January, with 218 ; February, 


with 215; May, with 199; July, with 194; November, with 188; October, . 


with 184; June, with 180; August, with 178; and September, with 175. 
The average number of daily deaths during the year was 201. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages registered during 1889 was 26,318, being at the 
rate of 65 for every ten thousand of population, which shows an increase 
upon the same for last year. os. g 

The marriage rate is highest in the Principal Town districts, where it 
is 80 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same, followed by the 
Large Town districts, with a rate of 70; the Small Town districts, with one 
of 58; the Mainland-Rural districts, with one of 47; and the Insular-Rural 
districts, with one of 34. 

The average number of daily marriages was 119 mn J une, 105 in 
January, 103 in December, 95 in July, 77 in November, 62 io April, 58 in 
September, 55 in October, 53 in February, 51 in March and August, and 
34 in May. The daily average for the year was 72,

EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The information upon which the remarks are founded in the following 
sections of this Report is furnished by the Registrars of the following 
Principal Towns, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Greenock, 
Leith, Paisley, and Perth, in their weekly returns, and it is believed the 
facts which relate to them apply in a great extent to the country at large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The number of births registered in the above Towns during the year 
is 48,171, being at the rate of 325 for every ten thousand of their 


estimated population. The highest rate occurred in Paisley, where it was. 


370 per ten thousand; next in Glasgow, with 369; followed by Aberdeen, 
with one of 311; Leith, with 307; Greenock, with 293 : Dundee, with 289 ; 
Edinburgh, with 278% and Perth, with 249, 

Of the total 43,171 births, 3437, or 7°9 per cent., were illegitimate, 
the highest rate occurring in Dundee, viz., 10:0 per cent.; followed by 
Aberdeen, with 9°8 per cent.; Edinburgh, with 8°6 per cent; Perth, with 
8:4 per cent; Glasgow, with 76 per cent.; Paisley, with 5°9 per cent. ; 
Greenock, with 5°5 per cent.; and Leith, with 5:1 per cent. Table VIII. 
also indicates the percentage of illegitimate children born during 1889. to 
the estimated number of possible mothers living in these towns, w¢., the 
spinsters and widows between the ages of 15 and 40 years. Thus, in 
Aberdeen, 2°15 infants were born out of wedlock for every hundred possible 
mothers, as stated; in Glasgow, the percentage is 2°13; in Dundee, 1°81; 
Greenock, 1:60 ; in Leith, 1-48; in Perth, 1:46; in Paisley, 1:43; and in 
Edinburgh, 1 ‘42, 

Of the 43 ,171 children born in these eight towns during the year, 22,228 
were of the male, and 20,943 of the female sex, the proportion of boys to 
girls accordingly being 1061 to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered in these towns during 1889 amount to 27,891, 
of whom 13,801 are males, and 14,090 females; the total mortality-rate 


being 210 per ten thousand of the population as estimated. 


Table VIII. shows the death-rate in Glasgow to be highest, viz., 249 


per ten thousand of the estimated number of its inhabitants; followed 
by Paisley, with one of 217; Aberdeen, with 188; Dundee, with 183; 


Leith, with 181; Edinburgh, with 180; Perth, with 177; and Greenock, 


with 173. 


If compared with the corresponding death- rate for 1888 it is apsarnb | 


(Table IX.) there is an increase for the present year in Glasgow, Aberdeen, 


Greenock, and Leith, a decrease in Dundee, Paisley, and Perth, the rates |

Table X. affords some insight as to the mortality among children 
under five years of age in these eight towns, one column giving the 
deaths among children at this age in each town, another column the 
percentage of deaths of children under five years of age to the total number 
living at that age, and a third the percentage of deaths at the same age to 


the total deaths. Thus we find in Glasgow that out of every thousand such 


children estimated to be alive there, 83 died during the year; in re 
the ratio was 66; in Leith, 55; in Dundee, 54; in Edinburgh, 50; 

Aberdeen and Greenock, 49 : and in Perth, 36, The last column of the 
table shows how, of the total deaths in Glasgow, 45°6 per cent. occurred 


-among children under five years of age; in Leith, 45°2 per cent.; in 


Greenock, 41°8 per cent.; in Paisley, 41:1 per cent.; in Dundee, 39°5 per 
cent.; in Aberdeen, 35:8 per cent; in Edinburgh, 341 per cent.; and in 
Perth, 25°2 per cent. 

Tables XI. and XII. present the rate of mortality due to various classes 
of diseases, and to some of the more important special causes of death in 
each of the eight towns, such rate being calculated in the former table 
with reference to the estimated population, and in the latter with reference 
to the total deaths from all causes. 

The percentage of deaths from Zymotic Diseases was 0:338 on the 
total estimated population of the towns, forming 16°11 per cent. of the total 
mortality occurring therein. This class of disease proved fatal to 0°471 per 
cent. of the population of Glasgow; to 0°322 per cent. of that of Leith ; 
to 0°305 per cent. of that of Paisley ; to 0°274 per cent. of that of Aberdeen ; 
to 0:237 per cent. of that of Dundee; to 0°235 per cent. of that of Greenock ; 
to 0°227 per cent. of that of Edinburgh; and to 0:180 per cent. of that of 
Perth. ‘The corresponding percentages of deaths from these same diseases 
to the total deaths are 18:96 in Glasgow, 17°77 in Leith, 14°54 in Aber- 
deen, 14:06 in Paisley, 13°60 in Greenock, 12°97 in Dundee, 12°59 in 
Edinburgh, and 10:14 in Perth. 

In “Glasgow, out of every hundred deaths, 6°52 were attributed to 
Hooping-Cough ; 4°94 to Measles; 2°66 to Diarrhcea and Dysentery ; 1°37 
to Diphtheria; 1:09 to Fevers, of which 0:93 were Enteric or Typhoid, and 
0:12 Typhus. 

In Edinburgh, Hooping-Cough causes the heaviest mortality in like 
proportion, 2°77 per cent. of the total deaths being due to it; Diarrhcea and 
Dysentery together cause 2°23 per cent.; Diphtheria, 2:12 per cent. ; 
Measles, 2°10 per cent.; Fevers, 1:02 per cent,, of which 0°69 are Typhoid, 
and 0:27 Typhus. 

In Dundee, 4°39 per cent. of all the deaths were due to Hooping- 
Cough ; 3-96 per cent. to Diarrhoeal affections ; 1-41 per cent. to Diphtheria ; 
0°84 per cent. to Measles; 0°70 per cent. to Fevers, of which 0°64 is 
Enteric ; 0°20 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; and 0°13 per cent. to Smallpox. 

In ’ Aberdeen, Measles is the cause of 5:89 per cent. of the total 
mortality ; Diarrhoea and Dysentery, of 3°34 per cent.; Hooping-Cough, of 
110 per cent.; Fevers, of 0°74 per cent, of which 0°70 is Enteric; 
Diphtheria, of 0-44 per cent. ; Scarlet Fever, of 0-18 per cent. ; and Small- 
pox of 0°04 per cent. — | 


In Greenock, 3°57 per cent. of the total deaths are ascribed to 


Diarrhoea and Dysentery ; 2°45 per cent. to Hooping-Cough ; 2°23 per cent. 


to Measles; 2°15 per cent. to Diphtheria ; 1°93 per cent. to Fevers, of which 


1:56 is Typhoid, and 0°22 Typhus; 0°37 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; and 
0-07 per cent to Smallpox. | : 
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In Leith, 4°33 per cent. of the mortality is due to Scarlet Fever; 4:04 
| per cent. to Measles; 2°82 per cent. to Diphtheria; 2°60 per cent. to. 
__ Diarrheeal affections; 1°73 per cent. to Hooping-Cough; and 0°79 per 
cent. to Fevers, 0°65 of these being Typhoid. 

In Paisley, Hooping-Cough causes 4:20 per cent. of the mortality 

occurring there; Diarrhcea and Dysentery, 4-05 per cent.; Diphtheria, 1:69 
per cent.; Fevers, 1:47 per cent., 1-40 of which is Typhoid or Enteric; and 
Measles, 1:10 per cent. 
In Perth, Scarlet Fever causes the highest ratio of such deaths, viz., 
402 per cent.; Diarrhoea and Dysentery, 2°45 per cent.; Fevers, 1:22 per 
cent., of which 1:05 is Typhoid; while Measles, Hooping-Cough, and 
Diphtheria each cause 0°35 per cent. 

In the Eight Towns collectively there were registered during the 
year 1255 deaths from Hooping-Cough, being at the rate of 4:52 per cent. 
of the total mortality, or 9°5 per ten thousand of estimated population.

Diphtheria caused 425 deaths, or 1:53 per 
cent. of the total mortality, equal to 3:2 per ten thousand of population. 
Fevers caused 293 deaths, 1:06 per cent. of all, or 2°2 per ten thousand of . 
_ the inhabitants; of these Enteric er Typhoid caused 244 deaths, and 
_ Typhus 36; the former most marked in Glasgow, Greenock, and Paisley, 
the latter in Edinburgh and Greenock. Scarlet Fever caused 243 deaths, 
or 0°87 per cent. of all, and equal to 1:8 in each ten thousand of population.

WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes of the Astronomer-Royal, which appear in the Registrar-General’s 
Quarterly Reports :— 


January was a warm, dry, and calm month, the barometric pressure 
being high, and the barometric range small. ; 

The weather of February was of a very unsettled character, and 
generally cold, though with a couple of intervals of high temperature. 

The chief characteristics of March were high barometric pressure, 
small barometric range, a mean temperature only slightly below the 
normal, and rainfall little more than half the average amount for this 
month. 

; April was characterised by decidedly steady barometric pressure, 
somewhat below the average of the last thirty-three years. The temperature 
was also low, with a small range.

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The steady barometric pressure that characterised the month of April | 


was even still more apparent throughout May, the monthly range being 


but 0°645 inch, as compared with 1:097 inch, the mean for the last 


thirty-three years. 

June was characterised by somewhat high and site ane steady 
barometric pressure, with a considerable predominance of light easterly 
winds, and high temperature, accompanied by small rainfall. 

Barometric pressure in July was orprege as to its amount, but 
somewhat extreme as to range. 

August was characterised by relatively low and unsteady barometric 
pressure. 

September was chiefly distinguished by high barometric pressure 
and small rainfall, accompanying light winds. 

~ October was remarkable for low and very variable barometric pressure, 
associated with low but relatively uniform temperature. 

November was remarkably warm and dry, with high barometric 
pressure. 

December was chiefly remarkable for high barometric pressure, 
varying slightly more than is usual at this season. 

Reference to Table XIII. admits of comparison being made between 
the mean temperature and proportionate mortality of each month of 1889, 
and the same for a decennial period, 1871, 1880. This indicates the 
months of January, May, June, November, and December of 1889 to 
have had a greater mean temperature than the corresponding months of 
the ten years, that for the other months being the reverse. The greatest 
proportionate mortality occurred during the year under review in January,

Measles shows a gradual increase in the number of deaths during the 
early and later months of the year, the number of deaths attaining the 
maximum in April, when they were 150; the smallest number occurring 
during September, when they were 23. ree: 

Scarlet Fever caused its largest number of deaths during the last 
three months of the year—32 in October, 37 in November, and 44 in 
December-——being fewest during March (9), and August (10). The deaths 
from Hooping-Cough increased gradually from January to April, when 
they attained their maximum (198), falling gradually until October, which 
was credited with 50, after which they again show a tendency to rise. 
Diphtheria caused its largest number of deaths during the three later 
months of the year, and Fevers gave rise to a larger mortality during the 
later six than during the early six months. 

Phthisis caused its largest number of deaths during May, 291; July, 
260; December, 246; and January, 240; the smallest during November, 
194, and September, 185. Croup varied from 40 during December, and 
36 during October, to 13, 16, and 17, the number of deaths from it during 
May, June, and July. 

Upon the incidence of the more acute Diseases of the Respiratory 
Organs, as Bronchitis and Pneumonia, climatic conditions have an 
admittedly distinct bearing, and we accordingly find the heaviest death- 
roll from such to be during those months which show the lowest 
temperature, &c., the reverse occurring in the case of those months with 
the highest. Much the same may be said as to the deaths from Diseases 
of the Heart and Circulatory Organs, and to those from Disease of the 
Brain. . 

Tables XVII, and XVIII. show the relative monthly mortality at 
different ages among the inhabitants of the aforesaid eight towns. Thus, 
with children (0-5 years of age), the heaviest rate was during the months 
of March, April, May, and December.

In Adults (20-60 years), the same is to be observed during January, 
February, October, and December. 

And lastly, the mortality among the Aged—those over sixty years— 
is greatest during the earlier and later months of the year, those, in fact, 
which were most inclement, and therefore hurtful to both oid and young.
